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F.U.N. EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM REPORT 


by Randy Campbell 
Chairman — Educational Committee 


Needless to say, I was absolutely over- 
whelmed by the public’s response to the re- 
cently concluded F.U.N. Educational Pro- 
gram. I hope those of you who attended 
(in record numbers) liked what you heard. 
Our goal here at F.U.N. has been to 
develop one of the best educational pro- 
grams in American numismatics. With the 
help of the following participants, we have 
achieved that goal. 


On Thursday, January 8, the leadoff 
speaker was Lyman Allen, President of 
Lighthouse Rare Coin Galleries, who 
substituted for the flu-stricken Harry X. 
Boosel. Speaking on short notice, Allen 
nonetheless gave an informative analysis of 
the Franklin half dollar series from both a 
rarity and an investment standpoint. 


Allen noted that all the San Francisco 
Franklins are scarce in gem condition with 
fully struck bell lines. In his experience the 
two scarcest dates in this ultimate condition 
are the 1951-S and the 1953-S. He esti- 
mated the fully struck gem 1951-S as being 
worth “at least $200, versus a $78 teletype 
bid price for an average B.U.” 


In the later issues, the Franklin spec- 
ialist rated the 1960P as “a real sleeper, a 
date that is genuinely undervalued at the 
current price of $175 per B.U. roll.” A 
comprehensive analysis of each date will be 
included in his upcoming book on the 
Franklins, which according to Allen, will be 
released later in 1981. 


The second program, “Investing in U.S. 
Paper Money,” was given by Joel Browns- 
tein, staff paper money specialist for New 
England Rare Coin Galleries. An attentive 
audience, including noted syngraphist 
Chuck O’Donnell, listened carefully as 
Brownstein discussed specific issues from 
an aesthetic and an investment point of 
view. Brownstein reported that “Collectors 
and investors seldom part with these 
beautiful ‘Federal Picassos,’ even after they 
register substantial price increases.” The 
speaker urged investors to “Buy the best 


quality you can afford. Go for the choice 
and gem crisp uncirculated examples.” 


A nearly packed house filled the Duval 
and St. Johns rooms as F.U.N. board 
member Bud Tobin delivered “A Closer 
Look at Foreign Coins.” A rare large 
wooden coin cabinet was one of the props 
used by Tobin as he displayed a glittering 
array of beautiful world coins for his au- 
dience to see. “Beauty and history in your 
hands” was how Tobin described his 
presentation. The speaker suggested that 
many gold and silver issues, were cheap at 
today’s prices. “Buy the nice ones when 
you can find them” was Tobin’s advice to 
the large throng in attendance. 


Friday’s first offering was Al Tressel’s 
“Prime Investments for 1981.” An over- 
flow standing room only crowd of nearly 
100 persons listened closely as the well 
known Florida numismatist offered his top 
picks for future growth and profit. 


In the modern issues, Tressel recom- 
mended such items as 1954-S and 1958-P 
B.U. rolls of Roosevelt Dimes and Franklin 
Halves, along with 1952 proof sets and all 
original U.S. Government Issue Mint Sets 
(1947-1964) at current “Bid/Ask” levels. 

Tressel’s type coin recommendations in- 
cluded selected Bust Dimes such as 1811 
over 9, 1833 and 1837 in Fine, V.F. and 
X.F. condition. Bust Quarters (reduced 
size) were also recommended by the 
speaker who said “Properly graded Bust 
coins with defect-free planchets are seldom 
found on the coin show circuit.” Those 
seeking a complete list of Tressel’s selec- 
tions are urged to send a self-addressed, 
stamped envelope to A and J Rare Coins, 
P.O. Box 6642, Lake Worth, FL 33461. 

Noted Coin World columnist Anthony 
Swiatek followed with his “Esoteric View of 
Numismatics.” Promising to “tell it like it 
is,” Swiatek said that a beginner going to a 
coin shop or a coin show is like “going 
through a mine field without a mine detec- 
tor!” Swiatek urged his audience to “Master 
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the difficult art of grading and, also, learn 
to recognize a cleaned or whizzed coin 
when you see one.” 


Friday’s final offering featured Bill Fivaz 
and Don Vosburg’s “Counterfeit Detection 
Seminar,” which drew a standing room on- 
ly crowd of nearly 100 eager listeners. Fre- 
quently faked coins, such as 1909-S 
V.D.B. Pennies, 1916-D Dimes, 1932-D 
and S Quarters and 1893-S Dollars were 
just a few of the several issues covered in 
this extremely informative color slide pres- 
entation. One member of the audience 
stated “This is the best counterfeit seminar 
I've ever attended, including the A.N.A.” 
After the Seminar, Fivaz was swamped 
with requests for copies of the color slides. 
Those seeking information on these slides 
are urged to write Bill Fivaz at P.O. Box 
888660, Dunwoody, GA 30338. 


Saturday at 10:30 a.m. the Numismatic 
Error Collectors of America had a regional 
meeting, featuring Bill Fivaz’s slide presen- 
tation on overdate U.S. coinage. Chairing 
the meeting was current NECA President 
Leroy Van Allen who urged all those in- 
terested in error coins or VAM variety 
dollars to join “the best organization in the 
field of error — Variety Coinage.” For in- 
formation, send a S.A.S.E. to NECA, 
P.O. Box 1463, Hollywood, FL 33022. 


Following the NECA meeting, James 
S. Iacovo gave his “Commemorative Half 
Dollar Seminar’ which also included a 
commentary on U.S. Commemorative 
Gold Coins. Iacovo’s assessment of the 
“commem” market, made with the help of 
color slides for each issue, included his 
belief that truly gem Columbian halves 
(thought by some to be common) are ac- 
tually very scarce and extremely under- 
rated. lacovo reported that, despite some 
weakness in the coin market in 1980, gem 
“commems” were not showing up at the 
various coin shows in any quantity. “Now 
would be a good time to purchase nice 
commemoratives, before the market gets 
‘hot’,” was lacovo’s advice. He stated that, 
for a majority of these issues, true gems are 
a solid long term investment. 


Prior to lacovo’s presentation facilities for 
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the educational forum were expanded into 
the Sarasota Room. Yet the enlarged 
capacity of 150 was exceeded by the 
estimated 175 eager dollar collectors who 
attended the “Silver Dollar Investors’ 
Forum,” featuring Wayne Miller, Dennis 
Loan, Leroy Van Allen and Randy Camp- 
bell. The panelists covered an array of con- 
troversial topics such as overgrading, the 
ANACS grading service, promotions and, 
of course, an analysis of overrated and 
underrated dates. Those dates favorably 
recommended by Miller in true gem condi- 
tion included 1880-0, 1881-0, 1883-0, 
1884-0, 1885-0, 1887-0, 1889-0, 
1890-0, 1898-0 and 1902-0 all of which 
he believed to be good buys at or near cur- 
rent teletype prices. But Miller cautioned 
that “no coin or no date is a good invest- 
ment unless you relate it to a price!” 


In the Carson City dollars, Leroy Van 
Allen (substituting for Les Fox) was par- 
ticularly enthusiastic about gem 1878-CC, 
1880-CC (especially the overdates) , proof- 
like 1882, 1883 and 1884-CC, and 
1891-CC. 


Dennis Loan’s commentary on_ the 
“S”-mint dollars included favorable ratings 
for 1878-S, 1882-S, 1887-S, 1901-S and 
the fully gem 1921-S which, in his view, “is 
a very rare coin in superb condition.” 


Randy Campbell covered the 
Philadelphia mint Morgans. He reported 
that “Many of these ‘P’ mints are up over 
1,000% since 1977!” The author was par- 
ticularly bullish on 1878-P, 7 tailfeathers, 
1879-P, 1880-P, 1885-P, 1889-P, 
1892-P, 1898-P, and 1900-P, along with 
the gem 1921-P, infrequently reeded 
variety. (Note: A more comprehensive re- 
port on the “Silver Dollar Investors’ 
Forum” will appear in the next 
F.U.N.-Topics.) 

The final presentation, “Grading and In- 
vesting In U.S. Peace Dollars” was given 
by F.U.N. Board Members Ken Embler 
and Randy Campbell. On a handout sheet, 
the two authors carefully examined the 
Peace Dollars from both a rarity and an in- 
vestment point of view. The two rarest 
issues in fully struck gem condition, accor-

ding to Embler and Campbell, are the 
1925-S and the 1923-S, both rated as 
rarer than the gem 1934-S. From an in- 
vestment standpoint, the top two selections 
were the 1924-P and the 1925-P, both of 
which were predicted to score significant 
gains in 1981. 

In the “D” Mint Peace Dollars, the 
speakers gave high marks to 1934-D and 
1927-D, which, Campbell admitted, “are 
almost never seen for sale in true gem con- 


dition.” Embler commented that unlike the 
*34-D and -27-D, “nice 1923-D dollars are

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occasionally listed for sale. They're also a 
good investment at or near current teletype 
prices.” He continued, “If you can obtain a 
gem 1923-D, you'll be extremely pleased 
with your investment a few years from 
now.” 


In closing, I want to thank all the 
speakers who made this our best educa- 
tional forum in the history of F.U.N. 
Thanks also to Warren Smith for his expert 
technical assistance. If you liked this educa- 
tional forum, or, if you have any com- 
ments, write me at P.O. Box 1047, Lake 
Worth FL 33460.

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Man and His Gold 


In a village in South America, a peasant 
steals furtively into the abandoned wing of 
a mine. With little food or water, he will 
scratch at the rock for days until he has 
found gold — or is discovered by the au- 
thorities. To him gold is money; it is a 
medium of exchange. 

In a restaurant near his University, an 
economics professor lunches with his col- 
leagues. He is explaining the recent 
Jamaica Agreement to remove gold as the 
common denominator of world currencies. 
To him, gold — and he uses the popular 
wording — has been “demonetized.” 

One view is educated, theoretical and 
modern. The other is instinctive, practical, 
and historical. But because powerful coun- 
tries also hold these diverse views, there 
has been inevitable collision. 

Since World War II there has been a run- 
ning debate on the monetary role of gold, 
with sophisticated arguments to support 
each side. Finally, in Jamaica in January, 
1976, a committee of world finance 
ministers agreed that gold would no longer 
be what is termed “a unit of account.” This 
means that nations will no longer calculate 
the values of their currencies in a relation- 
ship to gold — but to a group of selected 
currencies instead. 

Though this is technically called de- 
monetization, it puts no restrictions on gold 
as a medium of exchange (or as a store of 
value.) 

And nations have been trading with it 
since. 


It is difficult to make gold into something 
less than money because it has the 
necessary requirements of a currency — it 
is portable, available in various denomina- 
tions of value, easily recognizable, and 
generally accepted. And, to the world’s 
monetary system, it even offers some ad- 
vantages that currencies cannot. It cannot 
be inflated by printing more of it, it cannot 
be devalued by government decree, and it 
has been trusted as money longer than any 
currency in the world. 

No one can guess how much unity on 
gold policy will ever be achieved. Coun- 
tries tend to follow their own economic in- 
terests and gold is now widely dispersed. 
The European Common Market holds 
more than the U.S., and some OPEC 
countries have bought heavily. Also, some 
important gold countries, Russia and 
Switzerland among them, do not belong to 
the major world monetary association. 

Furthermore, nations own only half the 
world’s gold. Much has been acquired by 
organizations such as companies or private 
banks, and with a deceptive absence of 
drama, by literally millions of individuals. 
In many free countries, the latter could cast 
a vote against an anti-gold policy. 

As the debate continues, gold always 
seems to return to a historically proven 
premise — it is extremely rare and ex- 
tremely useful and therefore has value. 

And when there are two parties, whether 
government or individual, who agree on 
this, gold is money that can be exchanged.

THE 1963 FUN CONVENTION AUCTION

1962 was a year to remember! The U.S. 
Space program was gearing up for an 
amazing decade; the world was poised on 
the brink of war over the Cuban Missile 
Crisis; and the United States was 
establishing a Military Assistance Program 
in South Vietnam. In Numismatics, as 
1963 opened, the big story was the first 
major coin event of the year — the 8th An- 
nual Florida United Numismatists Con- 
vention. 

Some familiar names appear as officers 
and board members that year. Grover 
Criswell headed the list as FUN President. 
Jack Sweetman was Vice-president. Herb 
F. Jenne was 2nd Vice-president while 
Robert Hendershott was secretary. The 
position of treasurer was filled by Douglas 
Brown. The FUN board was chaired by 
Harry O. Adams and included H. A. 
Brand, J. H. DePass, Cecil Moore, 
Charles D. Price and Grady L. Radford. 

Hectic convention activities were held at 
Miami Beach, in the Fontainebleau hotel. 
The auction was a whopper! 4,519 lots 
were listed in the catalog produced for the 
auction house Federal Brand Enterprises of 
Cleveland, Ohio. The thick catalog boasted 
a “Million Dollar Auction” and broke up 
the tremendous sale into 8 separate sec- 
tions. Two sections each were to be held 
on Thursday and Friday, January 3rd and 
4th, while Saturday was to again see two 
sections of lots placed on the block. One 
section each was slated for Sunday and the 
final day, Monday, January 7th at 1:00 
p.m. Just in case you are interested, the 
sections averaged about 565 lots each! 
Enough, I’m sure, to make even the most 
seasoned auctioneer a little tired. For the 
FUN of it (Pun intended, folks!) lets take a 
look at the description, prices realized and 
todays probable selling price of a few 
selected lots. It is interesting to see just 
what you and | were willing to pay for coins 
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almost 20 years ago.

“1793 Wreath Cent, 
Sheldon #7-F. The ‘Sprung 
Die’ Variety.” In VG/F con- 
dition the cataloger believed 
a bid of $300.00 was possi- 
ble. The actual price it sold 
for — $200.00 — is just 
about %20 of its value to- 
day. 

“1909-S VDG Lincoln 
Cent, obverse Brilliant, 
reverse Red Uncirculated.” 
Estimated at $275, the 
cataloger was just about on 
the money as it realized 
$275. Compared to todays 
price in BU of about $650, 
not too good of an invest- 
ment. 

“1878-S Seated Liberty 
Quarter Dollar lightly toned. 
Uncirculated, sharp. Very 
seldom offered in any condi- 
tion. In this choice state of 
preservation $850 or more 
would not be high.” The sell- 
ing price of $875 would be a 
mere fraction of what it 
would command today if it 
were a true MS-65 coin. 
“Set of Franklin Half Dollars 
in Library of Coins Album. 
1948 to 1959-P. Brilliant 
Uncirculated, 26 pieces. 
Catalog value $80.00.” It 
brought the princely sum of 
$52.50 for the consignor! At 
todays market standards an 
MS-65 set through 1963 
would bring close to 
$2000.00 

“1895 Brilliant Proof (Mor- 
gan Dollar). Virtually in the 
Gem Class. We have seen 
similar ones offered that 
were inferior to this one and 
priced at $2,750.” Well, if 
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the photographs were ac- 
curate it WAS a Gem. Anda 
FULLY frosted cameo at 
that! The coin was “stolen” 
by a sharp bidder for 
$2,300. The coin has to be 
worth at least $40,000 in 
todays market. 

Lot #2018— “1937-D 3-Legged Buffalo. 
Uncirculated, sharper than 
usual. May bring $200.” 
Sorry! It brought “only” 
$160 . . . Worth probably 
$800.00 now. 

Lot #3136— “1928-P Brilliant Uncircu- 
lated (Peace Dollar).” The 
$40.00 estimate was a little 
optimistic as it only realized 
$29.50. You would pay 
$350.00 to $400.00 for an 
MS-60 today. 

Lot #4519— The final lot of a mammoth 
auction. “Blank Planchet 
$20.00 Gold, Type I, with 
flat edge (without the rolled 
rim). The unique piece was 
discovered in a bag of 1925 
Peace Dollars. Mounted in a 
special Artcraft hand- 
lettered holder. This is very 
difficult to evaluate but bid- 
ding may possibly exceed 
$1,500, or more.” This ultra 
rarity — | repeat — ULTRA 
RARITY was garnered for a 
mere $600. It is hard even 
today for anyone to estimate 
what such a piece would br- 
ing at a major auction but let 
me say that if, and | do em- 
phasize IF, I had both the 
opportunity and the money I 
would not hesitate to spend 
$15,000.00 for it! 


I hope you have enjoyed this short look 
at one of our past, great FUN auctions. In 
the future, as they become available to me, 
I will write articles on other major auctions 
of the past held in Florida. If any reader has

The American Numismatic Association 
Library has two new “tools” available to 
numismatic students, researchers and 
writers. 

Through the generosity of Chester 
Krause and the publishing firm bearing his 
name, there is a single index of the first 91 
volumes, 1888-1978 incl., of The 
Numismatist. The 204-page, paper- 
cover index is the same size as The 
Numismatist with a distinctively colored 
cover. 

The ninety-year body of numismatic 
knowledge published by ANA WAS 
BROKEN DOWN INTO 64 broad 
categories listed on a table of contents 
page. Individual listings are largely by main 
subject rather than by titles of the articles, 
and some of them are cross-indexed. This 
index replaces the two that were published 
in 1940 and 1959 and, of course, brings it 
up to date. It is now available from the 
ANA librarian at $4.95 postpaid. 

The second new aid is a supplement to 
the 1977 ANA library catalog that lists 
books added between mid-1977 and June 
1980. The books are listed on sixteen 6” x 
9” pages in call number order as published 
in The Numismatist. 

This library catalog supplement is 
available at $2.00 to cover printing and first 
class mailing from: ANA Librarian, P.o. 
Box 2366, Colorado Springs, CO 80901. 
Anyone who does not have the 1977 
catalog of 810 pages may still obtain a copy 
for $4.95 postpaid from the Librarian.

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The First National Bank of Gainesville, Charter 3894

The First Naticual end in 1888 


The First National Bank of Gainesville 
received its charter on June 1, 1888 and is 
the second oldest active originally 
chartered bank in the state today, outlived 
only by the First National Bank of Tampa, 
chartered in 1886. 

Brief History 


The First National Banks’ first president 
was John W. Ashby who opened the banks 
doors in June 1888 with $1,013 available 
for loans. As Gainesville’s first chartered 
bank, Mr. Ashby set out to provide banking 
services for the rapidly growing community 
of North Central Florida. 

By 1884, Gainesville was the fourth 
largest city in the state. In addition to being 
an agricultural center with such crops as 
rice, millet, corn, rye, sorghum cane, cot- 
ton and oranges the first confirmed phos- 
phate rock was discovered just outside the 
city and so a multimillion dollar industry 
had its beginnings near the city. Gainesville 
was also the center for the H. F. Dutton 
and Company cotton gin, where high 
grade Sea Island cotton of the area was 
purchased from area growers, ginned and 
sold, most especially for thread to the 
Willimantic Thread Company, in Connec- 
ticut. Some $600,000 worth of cotton was 
purchased each year. Gainesville at this 
time had saw and planing mills, a Spanish 
Moss-processing plant, a foundry and 
machine works, five major hotels, grocery 
and dry goods stores, two newspapers, in- 
surance and real estate agents, wat- 
chmakers, druggists, harness makers, 
physicians and, in short, almost all services 


and goods needed by the community and 
surrounding area. By October, 1888, total 
resources of the bank reached $79,000. 

First Nationals second president was 
James M. Graham (who signed the 1882 
Brownback pictured). Mr. Graham became 
president of the bank in 1891. Even 
though the nation suffered through hard 
times with its still young economy in the lat- 
ter part of the century, the bank continued 
to grow. 

In 1920 Gainesville’s population was 
6,183. The years immediately prior to 
World War I were good ones for the 
citizens of Gainesville. The effects of the 
great freezes of 1894, 1895, and 1899 
which completely destroyed the citrus in- 
dustry with snow, high winds, and temp- 
eratures of 6 degrees were still felt but the 
establishment of the University of Florida in 
Gainesville in 1906 was a tremendous 
stimulus to the city’s economy, although its 
major impact came after the depression. 


The original 1888 charter 
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Cattle became a new business in the area 
along with the turpentine industry but cot- 
ton was still king. Cotton was like money; 
for it, cash could be obtained, whether by 
the wagon load, bale, or a sack of seed cot- 
ton bought to town across the saddle. In 
1913, the twenty-fifth year of operation for 
the First National, assets topped one 
million dollars. 

Mr. Graham ended twenty-four years of 
service as president in 1916 and H. E. 
Taylor became the third president. Mr. 
Taylor’s presidency would run for seven- 
teen years through such times as the eco- 
nomic boom years, World War I, and the 
roaring twenties ushering in the 1929 stock 
market crash and the following depression. 

The pre-war years had bright spots and 
some very dim ones for the city. The 
University of Florida prospered and higher 
wages were luring many to the town and 
cities. But the war years were the beginning 
of the end for many area farmers. The boll 
weevil all but wiped out the areas cotton 
crop forever. Land prices soared and 


speculators increased in number. In 1926 a 
terrible hurricane hit the state and plunged 
it into a depression two years before the na-

tional depression started. For the farmers 
and ranchers, a new threat had appeared, 
the Texas fever tick. 

It has spread rapidly over state’s herds. A 
state-wide eradication program was soon 
underway, which was successful, and the 
fever tick was conquered. In between all 
these happenings there was a tremendous 
flu epidemic which took scores of lives. So 
swift were its ravages that it might take a 
victim in a matter of hours. Urban parts of 
the state began to be affected by national 
affairs, and a general depression was felt by 
everyone. As the thirties dawned a new 
adversity struck: banks, long considered 
the foundation of security, began to fail. 
Runs on and closing of banks were a com- 
mon thing in the troubled nation. 
However, the First National Bank was the 
only bank in Gainesville to survive the crisis 
and continue to serve the public without 
any interruption. 

The presence of the University of Florida 
provided an economic buffer during the 
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depression, and growth of the University 
carried over into agricultural research. 
Substitute crops were developed to replace 
cotton and the citrus industry. One such 
crop was tung oil and this crop remained 
important for years as a basis for paint mak- 
ing and a stimulus to Gainesville’s econ- 
omy. Farming began to recover with the 
help of such crops as vegetables, peanuts, 
and tobacco. The University continued to 
grow and become the cultural center of the 
state and along with its success Gainesville 
soon recovered from the depression.

In 1931, the First National Bank became 
a member of the Atlantic Bancorporation. 
Two years later, Lee Graham became the 
bank’s fourth president. The resources of 
the First National greatly aided the 
rebuilding of the community’s economy. 

In 1941, as the nation entered into 
World War II, Wilson Boozer became the 
fifth president of the bank. When the war 
ended, the University of Florida’s enroll- 
ment grew rapidly with the return of the 
soldiers from overseas. In 1946, C.B. 
Outen became the sixth president and 
assets went over the ten million mark. 

In 1954, the bank moved into a new 
building and reorganized internally by 
establishing both commercial and install- 
ment loan departments. By 1956, 
resources reached fifteen million, by 1960 
twenty million, twenty-five million in 1963, 
and thirty million dollars in 1965. The year 
1968 C. B. Outen retired after twenty 
years as president and Clarence T. Ayers 
was named as the banks seventh president. 
By 1973 when the bank moved into its 
new six-story building, assets reached 
seventy-five million dollars under Mr. 
Ayers leadership. 
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Today the First National plays an impor- 
tant role in the progress and growth of 
Gainesville just as it did when it opened its’ 
doors for business way back in 1888.

National Bank of Gainesville. All Florida 
Brownbacks and earlier nationals are ex- 
tremely rare, so you are getting a treat even 
to see a photo of one.

GRANDPA’S HOARD 
(Copyright 1980 by Coin-ucopia 
Exchange, Dunedin, Florida) 

During the years 1909 to 1958 the 
United States of America minted nearly 
twenty-six billion one-cent coins which 
depict the bust of Abraham Lincoln on the 
obverse side of the coins and two ears of 
wheat stalks on the reverse side. These 
coins are commonly known as “wheat- 
cents”, and Grandfather collected them for 
many years. When he decided to give his 
wheat-cents to his nine grandsons, he ap- 
portioned them as follows:

fifth of all of his coins in a bank at one cent 
per coin, and he sold exactly four-fifths of 
all of his coins to a collector who paid him 
two cents for each of these coins.

How many wheat-cents were in Grandpa’s 
Hoard, and which grandson (oldest or 
youngest) ultimately realized the most 
value for the coins that Grandfather gave 
him?

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YOU ORT TO KNOW —— 


Sidney Ripans 


THAT: The great dynasty of the Roth- 
schilds’ had its beginning in the Ghetto of 
Frankfort, Germany on Judengasse, a 
street the soldiers manacled with heavy 
chains after dark. Mayer Amschel was born 
there in 1743. Houses at that period were 
not numbered but rather named. His 
parents who had long been merchants in 
the second-hand furniture business lived in 
a house marked with a red shield (Roth- 
schild.) As Jews generally had no fily name 
they took this sign for their surname. In 
later yeras thru unfortunate circumstances 
they moved to a humbler home in the 
poorer section of Jew Street behindthe sign 
of the Saucepan. How fortunate for the 
later generations they had the name of 
Rothschild. 

Mayer Amschel was the youngest and 
brightest child born to his parents and was 
sent to the Yeshiva with the hope he would 
become a rabbi. However, with the unfor- 
tunate death of his parents the source of his 
tuition and education was ended. Luckily a 
relative secured an apprenticeship for 
young Mayer in the Jewish Banking House 
of Oppenheimer in Hannover. At that 
period Germany was still a patchwork of 
principalities, each with laws unto itself and 
Hannover was more tolerant of Jews than 
Frankfort. Mayer did well and had an op- 
portunity to grow with the firm, but chose 
to return to the Ghetto and work with his 
brothers in the second-hand business. One 
wonders what prompted him to make this 
seemingly unwise decision — was it a 
dream, a vision that drew this aesthetic 
young man to don once again his caftan 
and live and do business in the Ghetto of 
Frankfort! 

He was not content just to trade in 
second-hand furniture. He developed with 
more enthusiasm than profit a new depart- 
ment — he collected and traded in old 
coins. Evidently the years in the Yeshiva 


still lived in him and longings for poetry 
and study were there. The dinars and 
thalers he now bought up; the obscure 
mintages from Russia, Bavaria and the 
Palatinate; these he could analyse, an- 
notate, interpret, explain, describe, relate 
to — but not sell. Jew Street was in too 
great a need for current money. It was 
necessary to go farther afield into the 
manors and castles around Frankfort. He 
had made a light acquaintance with a 
General von Estorff who was attached to 
the court of Prince William of Hanau, while 
at the bank in Hannover. He contacted the 
General who introduced him to some of his 
courtier friends and they showed interest in 
his quaint coins and heirlooms. They 
liked his beautifully written catalog and 
were amused by the ghetto music with 
which he presented his wares. And 
then they bought! They continued to buy 
and he was finally able to see William 
himself. He sold him a handful of his 
rarest medals and coins. It was the first 
transaction, but not the last that a 
Rothschild had with a Chief of State! 
However, he came to realize he could 
not make a living or think of marriage with 
the profits derived from his rare coin 
collection. He therefore started in the 
House of Saucepan, a “Wechelstube”, 
a rudimentary bank where the different 
currency of the Germanies could be ex- 
changed. Mayer now steadily profited. 
He continued to sell to the Prince and 
wrote asking if he would give him an ap- 
pointment as one of his “Highness’ Court 
Factors.” A day of days for Jew Street — 
on Sept. 21, 1769 a sign was hung on the 
Saucepan House. It bore the coat of arms 
of Hesse-Hanau and underneath it read M. 
A. Rothschild, by Appointment Court Fac- 
tor to his Serene Highness, Prince William 
of Hanau.

1980 HANUKKA COIN 
Hanukkiya from Corfu 


The festival of Hanukka commemorates 
the successful revolt of the Jews of Eretz 
Israel against an alien conqueror, the 
Seleucid Syrian Empire. The revolt started 
in 167 B.C.E. and ended in 142 B.C.E. 
when the Seleucid emperor, Demetrius II, 
officially recognised Judea’s in- 
dependence. Hanukka commemorates a 
crucial stage in the revolt — the liberation 
of jerusalem and the purification and re- 
dedication of the Temple on the 25th of 
Kislev in the year 164 B.C.E. 

The struggle against the Seleucid Syrians 
was led by the Hasmonean family. The 
father, Mattathias, was a kohen (a priest) 
who lived in the village of Modi’in. He had 
five sons and it was the third of them, 
Judah (known, in the Apocrypha and 
Josephus, as “the Maccabee” which 
perhaps means “the Hammer”) who took 
over the leadership of the revolt after Mat- 
tathias’ death in 167/166 B.C.E. 

Mattathias’ sons, usually known as the 
Maccabees after Judah’s nom de guerre, 
were fearless warriors and astute statesmen 
but above all they were patriots completely 
dedicated to the cause of Jewish freedom 
and sovereignty in Eretz Israel. They oc- 
cupy an honored place in the annals of 
Jewish history and their story has had a 
major impact on western thought. Their 
struggle has been the theme of countless 
books, plays, paintings and musical com- 
positions some of which are among the 
world’s artistic masterpieces. 

The Hanukkiya (candelabrum in which 
the lights are kindled during the festival) on 
Israel’s 1980 Hanukka coin is from the 
island of Corfu, off the coast of Greece. At 
the beginning of the 12th century the 
Jewish traveller, Benjamin of Tudela, 
found only one Jew on the island but in the 
13th and the 14th centuries the Jewish set- 
tlement began to grow. In the second half 
of the 17th century there were already 500 
families there and in 1891 the Jewish pop- 
ulation was 5,000 souls. In the course of its 
history the island changed hands several 


times; it was part of the Byzantine empire 
and later belonged to Venice. Afterwards it 
was ruled by the French and then by the 
British. It was annexed to Greece in 1864. 
In World War II the Nazis occupied the 
island and most of its Jews were murdered 
in Auschwitz. In the 1970s only a few 
dozen Jews remained in Corfu. 

Corfu has a long history of anti-semitism; 
the Jews suffered severe persecution at the 
hands of their Christian neighbors and for 
most of the time were denied even the 
most basic civil rights. As late as 1891 Cor- 
fu was the scene of a vicious blood ibel as a 
result of which many Jews left the island. 
However, notwithstanding the persecu- 
tions and their small numbers, the Jews of 
Corfu succeeded in maintaining their 
Jewish identity and could boast of several 
thriving congregations notably the 
Romaniots who preserved the ancient 
Byzantine Jewish prayer rite. Interestingly 
enough, until the 19th century Corfu was 
the center of Etrog cultivation. This citrus 
fruit, which is used in the Sukkot festival 
ceremonies, was exported to Jewish com- 
munities all over the world. Nowadays, the 
State of Israel supplies this need. 

The Hanukkiya reproduced on the 
Hanukka coin is made of bronze and 
stands 23 cm high. Its design was very 
popular and has often been copied. The 
eight receptacles in the row at the base 
served for the actual Hanukka lights while 
the one higher up on the left-hand side was 
the shammash. The conical container on 
the right was used to store wicks or, 
possibly, spare oil. The medallion in the 
center of the back-wall reads: Giuseppe Di 
Jeossua Minerbo Nato (born) in Dicembre 
1871 Corfu. Perhaps it was a gift for 
Giuseppe on the occasion of his circumci- 
sion. 

Israel — always keen on bringing its an- 
cient history to life again — decided to 
change its currency from Lira to Shegal 
which is mentioned as “Legal Tender” 
throughout the Bible and was already used 
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as such by Abraham the Patriarch (Genesis 
23, 16). Consequently, this Coin will be 
the first Hanukka Coin with a face value of 
this ancient-modern biblical shegel. 

Moreover, the weight (14.4g) and the 
fine silver contents (12.24g) of this renew- 
ed 1 Shegel Coin will be completely iden- 
tical with those used by the Jews 2,000 ye 
ago, when they were heroically fighting 
Titus and his Roman Legions that had in- 
vaded the Land of Israel.

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BY-LAWS OF 
FLORIDA UNITED NUMISMATISTS, INC. 


ARTICLE I — MEMBERSHIP 
1. THE FLORIDA UNITED NUMISMATISTS, INC. shall be composed of the following classes 
of members: 

ACTIVE MEMBERS: Any individual of good moral character over eighteen years of age, 
club or other organization interested in the advancement of the knowledge of numismatics and 
the friendly relationship with others of like interest. 

JUNIOR MEMBERS: Any person of good moral character under the age of eighteen years, 
interested int he advancement of the knowledge of numismatics. 

LIFE MEMBERS: Any person who shall hav e been an active member for a period of not 
less than one year and is in good standing is eligible for life membership. 

HONORARY MEMBERS: Any individual or association rendering outstanding service to 
the FLORIDA UNITED NUMISMATISTS, INC. may be proposed for honorary membership, 
and accepted subject to the approval of the majority of the officers and board. An honorary 
member may not vote or hold office. 

2. All applications for membership, accompanied by payment of dues at the rates established 
herein, shall be approved by the Secretary and a member of the board. 

3. Dues for all Active Members shall be three dollars ($3.00 per year, and Junior Members one 
dollar ($1.00) per year. Dues for all Life Memberships shall be fifty dollars ($50.00) payable with 
application. 

4. Any active or junior member shall be automatically suspended when dues payments are more 
than six months in arrears. Members suspended for nonpayment of dues, may be reinstated 
upon payment of past due accounts, and the approval of the Secretary. 

5. All applications for membership must be in writing and must be accompanied with dues for 
the fiscal year of the organization. 

6. Any member may be expelled from membership, for cause, at any regular meeting, by a two- 
thirds (2/3) vote of the Board of Directors. 

7. No expelled or suspended member of the A.N.A. shall be accepted or allowed to remain a 
member of F.U.N. 


ARTICLE II — MEETINGS 

SECTION 1. ANNUAL MEETING: The Annual meeting of the membership shall be held at 
such times and places as may be designated annually by the Board of Directors, the sole require- 
ment being that such meeting be held during the month of January of each year. The Secretary 
shall serve personally or by mail a written notice thereof, addressed to each member at his ad- 
dress as it appears on the membership list of the Corporation. This notice shall be served at least 
seven (7) days prior to the date of the annual meeting. 

SECTION 2. QUORUM: The presence, in person of thirty (30) voting members in good stan- 
ding shall be necessary to constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, but a lessor 
number may adjourn to some future time not less than five, nor more than fifteen days later, and 
the Secretary shall thereupon give at least five days notice by mail, to each member entitled to 
vote who was absent from such meeting. 

SECTION 3. SPECIAL MEETING: Special meetings of members may be called at any time by a 
majority of the Directors. Notice of such meeting stating the purpose for which it is called, shall 
be served personally or by mail not less than seven (7) days before the date set for such meeting. 
If mailed, it shall be directed to a member at his address as it appears on the records of the Cor- 
poration; but at any meeting in which all members are present, or of which members not present 
have waived notice in writing, the giving of notice as above described may be dispensed with. 
The Board of Directors shall also, in like manner, call special meetings of members whenever so 
requested in writing of the members representing not less than ten persent (10%) of the total 
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membership. No business other than specified in the call of the meeting, shall be transacted at 
any special meeting of the members. 

SECTION 4: VOTING: Only active members in good standing shall be entitled to vote on all 
matters called before the meeting. Each vote must be cast in person. Proxies are not permitted. 
SECTION 5: ORDER OF BUSINESS: The order of business at all meetings of the membership 
shall be conducted in a parliamentary manner and in accordance with Robert’s Rules of Order. 
ARTICLE III — BOARD 

SECTION 1. The affairs and business of the Corporation shall be managed by a Board consisting 
of the elected officers and not less than five nor more than fifteen Directors, who are active 
members in good standing and residents of the State of Florida. Said Officers or Directors shall 
be twenty-one years of age or older and shall have been a member of FUN for at least one full 
year. Said Officers shall have been a member of the Board for a full year prior to their term of of- 
fice to be eligible for that office. The Board of Directors (made up of the regularly elected officers 
and directors) shall have the control and general management of the Corporation. The Board 
shall regularly convene and conduct the business affairs of the Corporation under such rules and 
regulations as they deem proper, not inconsistent with these By-laws and the laws of the State of 
Florida. 

SECTION2. HOW ELECTED: The President, during the sixty day period between June 1 and 
July 31, either via the “FUN TOPICS”, or written notice, shall issue a call for nominations of Of- 
ficers and Board Members. Nominations shall be submitted in writing to the Secretary by any 
member entitled to vote, not later than October 1. A nominee must be a member in good stand- 
ing, and must receive nominations from a member club or at least five (5) nominations from in- 
dividual active members in good standing, and must mail to the Secretary his acceptance of the 
nomination not later than November 1. The nominations will be forwarded to the nominating 
committee, consisting of the past presidents of F.U.N., the Board of Directors, and three (3) or 
more additional persons appointed from the membership at large by the President and approved 
by the Board of Directors, for their consideration. All persons nominated by either member 
clubs, five (5) nominations from individual members, or from the nominating committee, shall 
have their name placed on the ballot. If there are not at least two (2) nominees for any office to 
be filled at the next election, the nominating committee may place in nomination a qualified 
nominee. An official ballot shall be printed showing the offices to be filled and the nominees to 
each office. The ballot shall be prepared in such a way as to distinguish an official ballot from a 
falsified ballot. 

Official ballots shall be mailed to the last known address of each paid up member at least 
forty-five (45) days prior to the date of the annual meeting together with a postage paid return 
envelope, addressed to a Certified Public Accountant selected by the Board of Directors to 
receive and tabulate the marked ballots. The marked ballots must be returned not later than 
twenty (20) days prior to the date of the annual meeting. The Certified Public Accountant

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selected to perform this duty shall tabulate the results of the balloting, place the results in a sealed 
envelope and deliver to the officers of F.U.N. to be opened at the annual membership meeting 
in January, when the results are to be read by the Secretary. The candidates receiving the largest 
number of votes for the respective offices shall be declared duly elected. 

SECTION 3. The term of office for each officer: president, First Vice-President, Second Vice- 
president, Secretary, and Treasurer, shall be for two years, and thereafter until his successor 
shall have been duly elected and installed. The term of office of the Board of Directors shall be 
for two years, and thereafter until their successors shall have been duly elected and installed. 
However, one half of the number of Board members shall be elected each year, and for each of 
the following years, so that one half of the board will always be holdover members. 

SECTION 4. DIRECTORS’ MEETINGS: Regular meetings of the Board of Directors shall be 
held immediately following the Annual Meeting of the membership, and at such times as the 
Board of Directors may determine. Special meetings of the Board of Directors may be called by 
the President at any time. And, in addition, special meetings may be called by the President or 
the Secretary upon the written request of any five (5) Directors. 

SECTION 5. NOTICE OF BOARD MEETINGS: Notice of meetings, other than the regular an- 
nual meetings shall be given by service upon each director in person, or by a mailing to him at his 
last known post office address, at least five (5) days before the date therein designated for such 
meeting, incuding that day of mailing of the written or printed notice thereof specifying the time 
and place of such meeting, and the business to be brought before the meeting and no business 
other than that specified in such notice shall be transacted at any special meeting. At any meeting 
at which every member of the Board of Directors shall be present, although held without notice, 
any business may be transacted if the meeting had been duly called. 

SECTION 6. QUORUM: At any meeting of the Board of Directors, a majority of the officers and 
directors shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business; but in the event of a quorum 
not being present, a lessor number may recess the meeting to some future time when a quorum 
shall be present. 

SECTION 7. VOTING: At all meetings of the Board of Directors, each director is to have one 
vote, and each officer is to have one vote, irrespective of the questions presented to the meeting. 
The immediate past-president of F.U.N., Inc., shall automatically serve as a voting member of 
the Board of Directors for one year after his term of office expires. 

SECTION 8. VACANCIES: Vacancies in the Board of Directors occurring between Annual 
Meetings shall be filled for the unexpired portion of the term by appointment by the President, 
subject only to the approval of two-thirds (2/4) majority of the Board of Directors. Should a 
vacancy occur in the offices of Second Vice-president, Secretary, or Treasurer, between annual 
meetings, the office can be filled by appointment of the President, subject to the approval of a 
two-thirds (2/3) majority of the Board of Directors. 

SECTION 9. REMOVAL OF OFFICERS AND/OR DIRECTORS: Any one or more of the Of- 
ficers and/or Directors may be removed with cause, at any time by a two-thirds (2/3) vote of the 
members voting at any special meeting called for that purpose. 

SECTION 10. Any officer or director who misses three )3) or more meetings within one year, 
without prior approval of the President shall be automatically removed from office. 


ARTICLE IV — OFFICERS 
SECTION 1. NUMBER: The officers of this Corporation shall be: 
A. President 
B. First Vice-President 
C. Second Vice-President 
D. Secretary 
E. Treasurer 
SECTION 2. ELECTION: All officers shall be elected as designated under Article Ill of these By- 
laws and shall hold office for a term of two years or until their successors are fully elected and in- 
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stalled. 
- SECTION 3. DUTIES OF OFFICERS: The duties and powers of the officers of the Corporation 
shall be as follows: 
PRESIDENT 
) The President shall preside at all meetings of the Board of Directors and all regular and 
special membership meetings. 

He shall present at each annual meeting of the members and directors a report on the pro- 
gress and condition of the Corporation. 

He shall cause regular and special meetings of the members and directors to be called in ac- 
_ cordance with these By-Laws. 
He shall appoint and remove, employ or discharge, and fix the compensation of all ser- 
- vants, agents, employees, and clerks of the corporation other than duly appointed officers, sub- 
_ ject to the approval of the Board of Directors. 

He shall make and sign in the name of the Corporation all corporate contracts, agreements, 
notes, and other documents. 

He shall see that the books, reports, statemens, and certificates required by the statutes are 
properly made, kept, and filed according to law. 

He shall enforce these By-Laws and perform all the duties incident to his position and of- 
fice, which are required by law. 

FIRST VICE-PRESIDENT 

The First Vice-President shall assist the President upon his request, in the discharge of his 
duties. 

He shall act in the place of the President, in case of his absence or disability. 

He shall succeed to the position of President, in case of his death or resignation. 


SECOND VICE-PRESIDENT 

The Second Vice-president shall assist the President upon his request in the discharge of his 
duties. 

He shall act in the place of the First Vice-president in case of his absence or disability. 

He shall succeed to the position of First Vice-President in case of his death or resignation. 

SECRETARY 

The Secretary shall keep the minutes of the meetings of the Board of Directors, and the 
Membership in appropriate books. 

He shall give and send all notices for the Corporation. 

He shall be the custodian of the records and of the Seal, and affix the latter when required. 

He shall attend to all correspondence and perform all the duties incident to the office of 
Secretary. 

He shall not have had to be a board member of the Board previous to being appointed 
secretary. 
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TREASURER 

The Treasurer shall have the care and custody of all the funds and securities of the Corpora- 
tion, and deposit such funds in the name of the Corporation in such bank or banks, trust com- 
pany or trust companies, or safe deposit vaults as the Board of Directors may designate. 

He shall sign, make, and endorse in the name of the Corporation, all checks, drafts, war- 
rants, and orders for the payment of money, and payout and dispose of same and receipt 
therefor, under the direction of the President or the Board of Directors, at such other times as 
shall be required of him, and further render a full financial report at the annual meeting of the 
membership. 


ARTICLE V — TRUSTEES 

The Past Presidents of the FLORIDA UNITED NUMISMATISTS, INC., shall constitute a Board 
of Trustees, whose duties shall be the control and administration of all the physical properties and 
financial reserves of the organization. Any action of the Board of Trustes affecting the depletion 
or distribution of the reserves of the FLORIDA UNITED NUMISMATISTS, INC., must be in ac- 
cord with the provisions of the Constitution and By-Laws and approved by two-thirds (2/) of the 
trustees, and then approved by a majority of the Board. 


ARTICLE VI — COMMITTEES 
SECTION 1. COMMITTEES: 

A. A Board of Directors shall authorize and define the powers and duties of all committees. 

B. The President shall appoint all committees subject to confirmation by the Board of Direc- 
tors. 

C. The Executive Committee shall consist of all the officers and the immediate Past Presi- 
dent. Four (4) members of the Executive Committee shall constitute a quorum. 

D. The President shall as soon as he is installed, with the approval of the board, appoint a 
Historian, Sergeant-at-Arms, and a Legal Counsel. 


ARTICLE VII — BILLS, NOTES, ETC. 

SECTION 1. All checks, drafts, warrants, and orders for th epayment of money by the Corpora- 
tion shall be made in the name of the Corporation and shall be signed by such person or persons 
as the Board of Directors may from time to time designate and so authorize. 


ARTICLE VIII — CHARTER MEMBERS 

The first one hundred ten (110) members of FLORIDA UNITED NUMISMATISTS, INC., 
whose permanent membership number are 1 to 110 inclusive shall be known henceforth and 
always as “Charter Members” of this Corporation. 


ARTICLE IX 

These By-laws may be altered, amended, repealed, or added to as follows: 

A. Any proposed change shall be first approved by the Board of Directors. After said ap- 
proval, said proposed change shall be mailed to all active members of this organization. Along 
with the mailing of said proposed changes to the active members, a ballot should be sent to each 
active member asking for said active member to either approve or disapprove of, said change. 

B. If ten (10) percent or more of the membership of the organization petition the Board of 
Directors for a change, then the Board of Directors shall submit said change to the membership. 
Along with the mailing of said proposed changes to the active members, a ballot should be sent 
to each active member asking for said active member to either approve or disapprove of said 
change. 

C. If two-thirds (2/3) of the members voting as set forth in A. or B. above approved said 
changes then the By-laws shall be changed as approved. 
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
